You can make one ol these pouches lot 
yoursolf. from soli leather cut two pieces. 
each 7 inches lonq by 5 inches wide On 
one piece cut a 2-inch fr.uge. see Fig 1 
This piece will (euro '-he lion" o! the pouch. 
Round otf the cottiers oi one end ot the 
other piece, to foirri a Dap. see Fig. A. This 
will be the back ot the pouch. 

Now place the tronl halt on top ot ihe 
back hall, with the Ilap extending abovw. 
as it will be when ihe poach is assembled. 
Punch evenly- spaced holes through the two 
pieces toi lacing Ihem together, see Fig. C 

In the back section cut slils tor hang 
-nq the pouch on your belt and a button 
hole in the Ilap. Fig. B. Now with a biiqhtly. 
colored ihong. lace ihe I wo pouch parts 
together, using "he lacing method shown 
in the diagrams E. F. and G- 

If you wish a real Indian button to hold 
down the Ilap. cut a piece ot leathei as

hole through its center with a pen knife, 
and draw the tail piece through, Fig, I.

The pa in led symbols 
brave and his pony inio battle , 
honor marks, and repiesent honoi 
the battlefield. Many honor marks altesi to 
great courage and bravery, and the young 
Indian who has won Ihem is highly respected 
and his prestige is strong at the 

Although honor marks are greatly sought 
after, the young brave is careful always to 
be sure he honestly deserves the award 
before claiming it. A false claim brings dis- 
honor and ridicule to him and his family, and 
he thereby loses the favor of the gods and 
the charm of his medicine bag. 




All honor marks are not painted. Some 
are represented by feathers worn by both the 
brave and his pony, several of which are 
shown below. Fig. 1, shot and killed an 
enemy. Fig. 2, wounded by enemy. Fig. 3, 
knifed and scalped an enemy. Fig. 4, many 
wounds by enemy. Fig. 5, has won five 
honors. 

Some painted honor marks are explained 
on the right, below. The brave shown above 
is named White Owl, as is indicated by the 
white owl on his shield, and the thunder 
stripe down his leg represents the god of 
offensive war.
